Year by year the 
northern limit of grain ripening Is 
pushed farther toward the pole, so 
tbs* lands which would have been con 
sidered valueless for farming a gentr 
atlon ago now support a thriving ag 
rlcultural population. 
That the hardier grains, vegetable* 
and fruits can be ripened In much of 
Alaska b in g south of the Yukon there 
Is now no doubt. 
Equally well known

very extensive areas 
of 
magnificent 
grass lands. 
Horses have frequently 
wintered without anv attention In the 
sheltered valleys of the inland regions.

acreage indicated, was construed by

The Immigration for the year end­ 
ing June 30, 1909, was 751,786, 
It was 
31,000 less than that of the previous 
year and 533,000 less than the immi­ 
gration of 
1907. 
The figure Is the 
lowest reported since 1902. 
The clas- 
isflcation by races indicates that more 
than one fourth of 
the 
immigrants 
came from Italy, and that of the 190,- 
000 Italians 165,000 were from south­ 
ern Italy. 
No other race makes any­ 
thing like such 
a showing, and the 
lead of 
the Italians 
It very 
large 
throughout a period of eleven years. 
The total number of southern Italians 
for the period is nearly two millions 
and that of the northern Italians is 
nearly 
842,000. 
Deductions 
would 
have to be made on account of the re­ 
turning current, but th© addition to 
our Italian population must be very 
large. 
In this connection It is a note­ 
worthy fact that in spite of the gen* 
eral falling ofT In 1909 the Italians 
mad© a substantial increase. 
Their 
nearest competitors thaL 
year 
were 
the Poles, the total number of Polish 
Immigrants being 77,565. 
It will be 
noticed that this is less than half ths 
figure for southern Italy. 
Then came 
the Germans with 
58,534 
and the 
Jews with 57,561. 
These three races 
combined produce a total about equal 
to the Italians, and they are followed 
by the English. 39,000, and the Scan­ 
dinavians, 35,000. 
The survey gives 
emphasis to the remarkable change 
that has taken place In the last twenty 
rears In the race contributions to the 
yountry. 
Of special 
interest at the 
present time is tile question of Japa­ 
nese Immigration. 
From tho 
tables 
prepared by the Immigration bureau 
It appears that there has been a de­ 
cided decline since the 
negotiations 
with the Japanese government were 
completed. 
The number of Japanese 
admitted fell from 16,418 In 1908 to 
3,275 in 1909. 
This was while immi­ 
gration as a whole decreased by a 
•mall percentage only and while there 
was a large gain for the Italians, as 
wo have Indicated. 
It should be ad­ 
ded that the Japanese immigration in 
1909 was but little more 
than one- 
tenth that for 1907 and that it was 
the smallest In the eleven years 1899* 
1909 Inclusive* 
In the light of the 
figures the wild alarm that was mani­ 
fested in some of our States over the 
Japanese invasion seems ridiculous.

HE development of the free circulating library is one of the 
T 


outstanding features of this age. 
Mr. Carnegie and others 
have scattered libraries 
so freely throughout 
the land that 


there is now scarcely a town or village that has not some 
sort of a library. 
But it has remained for the Washington 
County library of Hagerstown, Md,, to develop the lim it of 
usefulness for the collection of books, and to demonstrate in 
a very practical sense that books are published to he read, not to be stored 
on shelves. 
The Washington County library dots not walt for readers to 
come to it; it sends out a colporteur, not only to carry books, but to spread 
the gospel 
of literature in isolated rural regions. 
The itinerant library, drawn by a pair of sturdy horses, has become a 
familiar sight in the Washington County section of the Blue Ridge. 
Like 
the semi-annual appearance of the tin peddler’s cart, its approach is an oc­ 
currence quickly heralded throughout the neighborhood. 
The housewife 
throws a sunbonnet over her head, and, followed by one or two barefooted 
children, runs out to the roadside to see what the goodnatured bookmnu 
has brought on this round. 
The chickens follow hotfoot, certain that such 
a com m ot!^ can only nrrein that some appetizing dainty is about to be 
distributed. 
In the middle of this scene of domestic activity the itinerant 
bookman stops and descends from his lofty seat. 
“Good day, Mrs. 
says he, as he winds the reins about the whip- 
stock. 
“How did you like tho last book?’’ 
“ It was pretty good, 
I liked that part -where it said, ‘To be or not to 
ba, that is the question.’ 
That’s the way lots of farmers* wives feel, I 
reckon. 
I let Mrs. ----- , down the load apiece, take it. 
Bb** said she liked 
the way the wind and thunder and lightning flared around in ‘Macbeth.’ 
because it reminded her of the way it flares around her house sometimes.

In the course of the last nine months of 1908 each of the sixteen routes 
in the county was traveled twice, and some of them three or four times. 
Several of them require four days for the journey, while others can he 
covered in two or three days. 
Only a few can toe covered in a day. 
Xew 
routes are constantly being mapped out. and it is expected that a second 
wagon will be required soon. 
Last year 3,700 books were circulated by the 
wagon. 
It was estimated that each of the volumes was read twice, and some 
of them three or four times, as it became the habit in some neighborhoods 
for the households to exchange with one another. 
When th** wagon does 
not contain the book desired a memorandum is made and it is forwarded 
by mail. 
The zeal of the Washington County library in spreading the use and 
love of books has found expression in many other ways, 
The Hagerstown 
school children were first sent to the library once a week to listen to stories 
read by an assistant. 
Then a school circulating library was started, and 
the teachers throughout the county were Invited to enter a race as book 
circulators* 
The school at the village bearing the startling name of Rohrers- 
ville last yt*ar carried off the palm, having circulated thirty hooks 887 
times among its pupils. 
Tho county, at the instance of the Hagerstown 
book propagandists, established seventy-three deposit stations throughout 
the county for adults. 
A h a result, according to a careful statistician, the 
mountaineers in 190k perused the contents of 11,no looks 82,869 times. 
The library also received assistance in developing its t Irculatlon from six­ 
teen Sunday schools.
